FINANCE AND CURRENCY.
Under the above heading the New
York Z'ribune, has some pertinent re-
marks which we present to cur read-
ers that they may sce for themselves
the evidences of the financial storm
which is now brewing. That paper
s0ys:
“As to the prospective action of
Congress on finance and currency,

- our guess may prove quitc erroneous;

but it is our impression that the sum
total of the doings of thissession will
be just about nothing at all. We
judge that there is a majority in the
House who would be gratified if fur-
ther inflation and debasement could
be covered by any decent pretext; we
trust that there is no majority in ei-
ther House ready to venture upon it
without a pretext. The Senate, we
hope, would not vote to inflate wheth-
er with or without a pretext, but ii
has yet not broken ground for prompt
resumption; and does not allow us to
forget that it originated the provision
of last session whereby the Secretary

.of the Treasury was forbidden to

make good the Government’s greens
back promises to pay. Until further
developments; wo shall presume that
proximity of the-4th of March and
urgeucy of other business will pre-
clude decisive action on the currency

7 ry NeCoidoch will go on with his

regular withdrawal and destruction
of greenbacks at the rate of $4,000,-
000 per month. Thatisnotmuch, butit
is bétter than nothing. . .

“As to the various projects which
look to the wholesale withdrawal ol
the notes of ournational banks and
their replacement by greenbacks, we
regard them ali with complacency, if
not with positive favor; but we insist
that resumption shall betiie fivst step.
Let us have no more systematic na-
tional falsechood. When our green-
backs were first authorized andissued,
itwas a distinct understanding that
they should be convertible into inter-
est-bearing bonds, at the option of
the holder, and that they should be
redeemed in coin at the earliest pos-
sible day. They were issned as.a gi-
gantic forced loan, in satisfaction of
our imperiled Union’s urgeat impe-
rious needs. The expedicnt scaveely
differed, little in principle from, dut
was an improvement upon, ihat de-
basement oféthe coinage so familiar to
the despotic rulersof the middle ages.
Its justification is found in the na-
tional peril wherein it originated, an:
which it powerfully aided to overcome.
But, though 2 weary army may be
marched five miles further on the
stimulus of a gill of whiskey per man,
it by no means follows that its cfii-
ciency would be increased by kecping
it drunk evermore. It is hightime
that we began to taper off for, though
getting sober is a less delicious expe-
rience than that of getting drunk, it
is decidedly more wholesome, and
the lapse of time renders it indispen-
sable.
